S Hornets Win 8 In Row, Claw Chico Wildcats 30-0

Sacramento State’s Hornets, 
along with a big assist from 
the weatherman, crushed the vis- 
iting Chico State Wildcats 30-0 
last Saturday in the Rain Bowl 
and wrapped up SSC’s second 
Far Western Conference title in 
three years, 

Approximately 1850 persons 
braved a driving rain at College 
Field to watch the Hornets win 
their eighth straight, the long- 
est winning streak in the school’s 
history, and finish the season with 
an 8-2 overall record and a 6-0 
league mark, which was another 
first — the only time SSC has 
ever gone undefeated and untied 
in the FWC,

Thinclads Take 


5th Straight 
FWC Title 


Sacramento State’s 
country team won its fifth con- 
secutive Far Western Conference 
championship Saturday by edging 
the Cal Aggies 41-47 in the FWC 
title meet on the rain- soaked SSC 
cross country course, 

With ali seven Hornets placing 
in the top 15 finishers, Harvey 
Roloff’s harriers swept to their 
eighth FWC title in the last ten 
years. 


Gary Tuttle of Humboldt State 
was the individual winner, touring 
the 4.2 mile course in a record 
time of 21:35.0 to erase SSC’s 
Al Withers’ course record, 


Dean Harder was the first 
runner across for SSC, finishing 
third with a 21:56 clocking, Other 
SSC finishers included Al 
Withers, who finished eighth in 
22:16; Tim Whitright, ninth at 
22:17; Doug Butt, tenth at 22:28: 
Gordon Vredenberg in eleventh 
place at 22:30. 


Tomorrow, the cross country 
team will travel to Fresno for 
the NCAA cross country champ- 
ionships at Fresno State. 

Team scoring at the FWC 
meet was as follows: SSC 41, Cal 
Aggies 47, Humboldt 100, Nevada 
103, San Francisco 105, Cal State 
142, and Sonoma 210,

San Francisco State, which beat 
the Cal Aggies 17-6 to end up 
with a 51 league record, 

However, Chico State, which 
is strictly a passing club, never 
got off the ground, Going into 
the contest, the Wildcats had 
been first nationally in passing 
offense among college division 
teams and their quarterback, Joe 
Stetser, had been no, 1 in total 
offense (2293 yards) and no. 4 
in passing (2255) 

But the rain and the Green 
and Gold defense combined to 
limit the visitors to 82 yards 
total offense and six first downs, 
three of them coming on pen- 
alties, The Wildcats had 
negative-20 yards rushing and 101 
passing as Stetser completed only 
16 of 36 throws for his lowest total 
of the year and a figure far 
under his average of 277.8 per 
contest, He also had two intercep- 
ted. 

SSC SLOSHES ON 

While the mud was severely 
hampering the Wildcats, it wasn’t 
slowing down the Hornets too 
much, SSC, which relies mostly 
on running, rolled up 358 yards 
total offense, including 280 rush- 
ing. Fullback Mike Clemons, son 
of Hornet coach Ray Clemons, 
enjoyed his best game in two 
years as he sparked the Hornet 
attack with 108 yards in 17 car- 
ries, He also scored a touch- 
down, kicked a 27-yard field 
goal, and booted three extra 
points, 

After a scoreless first period, 
SSC went out in front 7-0 on its 
first series in the second quarter, 
taking the bail after a Wildcat 
gamble had failed and moving 
30 yards in five plays, 

With fourth down and a foot 
to go on their 34, the Wildcats 
decided to try for the first down, 
Don Carlsen ran over the left 
side, but Marv Welch hit him 
just as he got to the line and 
Carlsen fumbled, with Terry 
Hunter recovering for SSC on the 
30, 

Al Nicholas, who rushed 17 
times for 70 yards, carriedtwice 
for ten yards, Lyle James picked 
up two and a first down ona sneak 
up the middle, and Dennis Jones 
gained one to the 17. On the next 
play, Nicholas went over right 
guard, broke Dick Myers’ tackle 
at the 15, and splashed all the 
way to score, Clemons’ kick 
made it 7-0 with 11:34 to play 
in the half,

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Black Power Advocate 
Speaks Here Tomorrow 


Stokely Carmichael, controversial Black Power advocate, will speak here tomorrow at 10 am in the 
Little Theatre. The 25 year old Carmichael is chairman of the Student Non-Violent Co-ordinating Com- 
mittee (SNCC), having taken over that organization in May of this year from John Lewis, He is the leading 
advocate of the ‘Black Power’’ doctrine which has been misinterpreted by whites and blacks alike, according 
to SNCC, Its main concept is that integrationhas been too slow and has produced little in the way of results, 
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The black community, says 
Carmichael, must reorganize it- 
self around the basic question of 
blackness; the blacks must 
develop their own power instead 
of trying to fit into a basically 
white superstructure. 


Carmichael has worked hard 
to see this change come about, 
particularily in Lowndes County, 
Alabama, where he helped or- 
ganize the Lowndes County F ree- 
dom Organization (the Black Pan- 
ther Party) which attempted to 
take over key public offices in 
the recent election. The idea was 
that since the county’s Negro 
residents comprised a majority 
of the registered voters, they 
should also control the political 
structure. However, all seven 
candidates put up by the party 
failed to get into office. 


After replacing Lewis as head 
of SNCC in May of 1966, Car- 
michael gained national publicity 
when he, along with other Negro 
leaders such as McKissick and 
Martin Luther King, Jr., com- 
pleted the Mississippi March be- 
gun by James Meredith in June. 
It was at this time that the 
**Black Power’? slogan became 
famous, along with SNCC’s po!l- 
icies, though repudiated by King 
and Meredith, became firmly es- 
tablished. 


Carmichael was jailed early 
in September for helping to incite 
a riot in Atlanta. Although his 
bond was cut several times, he 
refused to post it. On October 29, 
Carmichael spoke at Hunters 
Point in San Francisco and later 
at the Berkeley campus during 
the Black Power rally. Several 
times he has voiced strong op- 
position to the draft and U.S, 
involvement in Viet Nam. 


The SSC speaking engagement, 
co-sponsored by the Cultural 
Programs Committee and For- 
um, will be open to the public. 
Carmichael will be introduced by 
Kenneth Berger, chairman of the 
Division of Humanities and Fine 


Arts.

CALIF. STATE COLLEGES 
REPORT TENURE PROBLEMS

If it is indeed true that mis- 
ery loves company those stu- 
dents who are miserable over the 
plight of Victor Comerchero, 
assistant professor of English, 
should be heartened to hear that 
“things are rough all over,’ 

While SSC students have been 
involved in their support of Molly 
Irwin and now Comerchero, ten- 
ure cases have simultaneously 
arisen at other state colleges 
in which popular and apparently 
capable instructors were not rec- 
ommended for tenure despite stu- 
dent protests, 

In the most recent case, at 
California State College at Los 
Angeles, three members of the 
English department were not rec- 
ommended for retention after 
this year. 

Two of these teachers have 
been described by the Cal State 
L.A, College Times as ‘among 
the most popular, controversial 
and outspoken teachers here (at 
Cal State L.A, )** 

The recommendation that the 
three not be retained was made 
by the Retention and Tenure Com- 
mittee of the College’s English 
Department. This is a three-man 
committee appointed by a five- 
man Policy Commitiee which is 
elected by the English faculty, 
The department chairman is an 
ex-officio member of the Re- 
tention and Tenure Committee, 


All three professors facing 
dismissal have said they will 
appeal to the Faculty Affairs 
Committee of the School of Let- 
ters and Sciences, 

According to the College 
Times there has been a ‘‘strong 
reaction’? among students at the 
news of the impending loss of 
the three teachers, 

In a telephone interview yes- 
terday, College Times Editor 
Ormie Day explained that an ad 
hoc committee of students has 
been formed to support the pro- 
fessors in their appeals, The 
group has been writing letters 
and talking to members of the 
English department in an effort 
to gain support for the teachers, 

The committee is calling for 
an investigation by the American 
Association of University Pro- 
fessors, 

Day reported that the Student 
California Teachers Association 
is also trying to conduct an 

“objective investigation’’ and is 
seeking an investigation by the 
California Teachers Association, 

Last year when nonretwntion 
was recommended for seven fac- 
ulty members of the English de- 
partment, five of the dismissed 
professors ~equested an investi- 
gation by tue CTA, the largest 
teachers organization in Calif- 
ornia, 

The CTA brought together a 
panel of five educators from out-

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side, the five complainants, and 
other members of the depar’- 
ment who volunteered to testi/y, 

That panel concluded in its 
published report that the faculty 
members had not been dealt with 
fairly, The report said ‘‘a ser- 
ious personnel problem may exist 
with the English department.” 

A committee of three men, it 
said, is inadequate to make re- 
tention and tenure decisions for a 
department that large, Some of 
the circumstances and reasons 
involved in the nonretention of 
the five faculty members were 
highly questionable, the report 
concluded, 

According to the College 
Times the faculty members were 
given little time to prepare an 
appeal to the Retention and Ten- 
ure Committee. Moreover, 
standards applied to the five fac- 
ulty members apparently were 
not applied to others who were 
retained, 

All the dismissed faculty were 
working on Ph.D,’s, They were 
not informed, the report of the 
CTA said, that progress on the 
Ph.D, was part of the criteria 
for retention, Others who were 
retained, however, were not 
working on the doctorate and were 
candid about admitting it. One 
of the dismissed faculty mem- 
bers, said the report, was not re- 
tained reportedly because the 
Retention and Tenure Committee 
evaluated her dissertation as 
“‘enumerative’? and unoriginal, 
The dissertation has since been 
accepted by Stanford University. 

One faculty member said he 
was told that overstaffing was 
a major factor in his non- 
retention, the report said, The 
State colleges, however, are hav- 
ing trouble getting good teachers

Editor of the Hornet, Sir: 

It seems hardly worth replying 
to Professor Meitus’ unusually 
long quotation from someone else 
which purports to shrug off David 
Schoenbrun’s insightful criticism 
of our Viet Nam debacle, but I 
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do so in fear that it may be 
totally ignored and thus seem to 
go unchallenged, Let us assume 
that The Hornet reported the 
Schoenbrun speek. It did not do 
so, but it has an excuse, because 
The Bee ignored the speech too, 
thereby helping confirm Mr. 
Schoenbrun’s belief that val- 
icism of the United States stu- 
pidity in Viet Nam goes largely 
unreported. 

Let us then examine the source 
Professor Meitus uses for his 
by-lined column, Paul-Henri 
Spaak is a notable statesman, but 
as a Belgian politician he was 
deeply committed to his country’s 
disasterous African colonial 
policy, hence hardly one to have 
the best perspective about the 
revolution in Asia. Indeed, it is 
Mr. Schoenbrun’s ‘‘perspective’’ 
which Professor Meitus calls 
into question. I presume Pro- 
fessor Meitus heard the speech. 
How then did he miss the central 
point, that it is precisely his- 
torical perspective which the Un- 
ited States President, Sec- 
retary of State, and Congress 
have forgotten? And above all, 
David Schoenbrun sought to show 
us how ridiculous our policy in 
Viet Nam is exactly because of 
the historic facts inthe situation, 
and how we have been too munch 
the victims of gut-reactive be- 
liefs that we must save the Asians 
from their own future. 

It is a sad day in a demo- 
cracy when we must call ‘‘cour- 
ageous’? someone who only 
recites the facts of history and 
who exercises his right of free 
speech on a subject about which 
we are all too often deliberately 
mislead. The things David 
Schoenbrun told us cannot be 
ignored. If Professor Meitus can 
refute the stark facts and the 
clear reasoning of the ‘‘mere 
reporter’ let him try to do so 
and not hide behind the not en- 
tirely relevant analysis ofa third 


party.

These words were never spoken by the late President sls 
Kennedy, except, possibly, to himself on board his plane for Dallas, 
Texas, These lines were to have been delivered at Austin, Texas, 
November 22, 1963, 

The young President with the bushy forelock said many mem- 
orable things before his tragic death on that second “Day of Infamy.” 
Much of what he said will be rewritten, re-echoed and misquoted. 
Much of what he said will be forgotten, But his greatest oratorical 
contributions definitely will rank him with Winston Churchill, Franklin 
Rooseveli, and his own personal hero, Thomas Jefferson. 

On December 29, 1962, at a dinner at the White House honoring 
the Nobel Prize winners of the Western Hemisphere, Kennedy addressed 
the group: 

‘I want to tell you how welcome you are to the White House, 

I think this is the most extra-ordinary collection of talent, 
of human knowledge, that has ever been gathered together at 
the White House, with the possible exception of when Thomas 
Jefferson dined alone.”’ 

I have little doubt that sometime in the future some other 
great leader, some other President will say the same thing about 
John Kennedy, 

John F. Kennedy may not have been the greatest President 
this country ever had. Many people will tell you he was the worst. 
But one thing is certain: never did any President give more of himself 
to the country he loved, 

Personal disability, a grief-filled life, and the burdens of office 
which bore on his hunched shoulders would have felled any ordinary 
man. But Kennedy’s courage, vitality, and determination overcame his 
many personal tragedies to place him above the ordinary, He never 
complained or openly showed discouragement, He only gave, 

“I grew up in a very strict house, and one where there 

... were no free riders, and everyone was expected to . 
give his best to what he did . . . There is no sense in trying 
to do anything unless you give it your maximum effort. You 
may not succeed, but at least the effort and dedication and 
interest should be there.’’ 

Think back on the young President — the man who commanded 
the most respect, the most power in the world; the man who was 
probably younger than your parents, 

Recall the grinning face dominating everything in its imm:diate 
vicinity; the man who pronounced Laos with a Bostonian accent; 
Caroline, the beautiful little girl who could romp through and totally 
ora press and diplomatic conferences dealing with the greatest 

and, potentially, the most tragic issues in history; Jackie’s eloquently 
grieved expression a5 she stood on the steps of the White House viewing 
her husband’s funeral cortege, Remember Jacqueline Kennedy’s blood- 
stained dress?’ 

On the gray autumn morning on which the President was shot, 
an emotion-choked announcer mumbled from a radio sitting on my 
history instructor's desk at the C.K, McClatchy High School, ‘‘John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy, the 34th President of the United States, is dead, 
He died at 1:00 pm, Central Standard Time from gunshot wounds 
suffered at the hands of an unknown assassin.” 

The impact was tremendous, | had never seen a teacher cry 
before, 

‘When I ran for the residency of the United States, | 
knew that this country faced serious challenges, but | could 
not realize—nor could any man realize who does not bear the 
burdens of this office—how heavy and constant would be those 
burdens..." 

Why did HE have to die? Why 
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vot you or me? Why did anyone 


have to die” The flaw in human nature which brought about John 
Kennedy’s death is more than a hairline fracture, It is a gaping 
crevice, 


“JFK made some correct decisions, some blunders 

not many, for he gave to the world far far too short a time, 
“A man may die, nations may rise and fall, but an idea 
lives on, Ideas have endurance without death.” 

The spirit and vitality wich Kennedy gave to the world is gone, 
but the effect of tha! spirit and vitality ‘‘lves on,” E, E, Cummings, 
praising his father, could ave been referring to John Kennedy when 
he said, ‘' . . . vainly no smallest voice might cry for he could feel 
the mountains grow,’’ Kennedy died three years ago today, Let us 
hope it was not in vain, Let us not forget,
